“(K) 1s consistent with the objectives of an
applicable asset management plan of the project
sponsor, including a State asset management
plan under section 119(e) in the case of a project
on the National Highway System that is spon-
sored by a State.

“(5) RATINGS.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall de-
velop a methodology to evaluate and rate a large
project on a 5-point scale (the points of which
melude  ‘high’,  ‘medium-hagh’,  ‘medium’, ‘me-
dium-low’, and ‘low’) for each of—

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subsection (d) for any fiscal year shall not be eligible
to receive a grant under this subsection.
“(f) TRANSFER FroMm TIFIA PROGRAM.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—On October 1 of each fiscal
year, the Secretary shall reserve, for the purpose of
Junding transfers under paragraph (2) until the
transfers are completed, the amount of TIFIA carry-
over balance that exceeds the amount authorized to
carry out the TIFIA program for that fiscal year.

“(2) TRANSFERS.—For each fiscal year, not later
than 60 days after the date on which the Secretary
receives the responses to the solicitations under sub-
section (¢)(1) or the date on which the full appropria-
tion for that fiscal year 1is available, whichever is
later, the Secretary shall transfer from the TIFIA
program to the program an amount of contract au-
thority and an equal amount of obligation limitation,
to remain available until expended, that s equal to
the lesser of—

“(A) the total amount requested by all Ap-
palachian States for the fiscal year under sub-
section (¢)(1)(B)(1);

“(B) the total amount requested by all Ap-

palachian States for grants under subsection

(¢)(1)(B)(ii); and
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“(C) the amount reserved under paragraph
(1).”.

“(4) VULNERABLE ROAD USER SAFETY FOCUS
AREA.—The term ‘“vulnerable road wuser safety focus
area’ means—

“(A4) an urbanized area with combined fa-
tality rate of vulnerable road users that 1s great-
er than 1.5 per 100,000 individuals; or

“(B) a State in which fatalities of vulner-
able road users combined represents not less than
15 percent of the total annual crash fatalities in
the State.

“(4) LIMITATION ON FLEXIBILITY.—

“(A) STATES.—Notwithstanding paragraph

(2)(A), a State that is a vulnerable road user
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safety focus area shall use the funds under para-
graph (1) for a highway safety improvement
project (as defined in section 148(a)) to improve
the safety of vulnerable road users, regardless of
whether the project is included on the State stra-
tegic highway safety plan (as defined in section
